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This  Anlibrum  serves  a  double  purpose — to  present  a  complete  history  of  a  year  of 
school  life  and  to  celebrate  two  centenaries  that  are  important  milestones  in  the  world 
of  printing.  These  are  the  five-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  printing  press  and  the 
three-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  first  book  printed  in  the  United  States. 

In  keeping  with  the  journalistic  idea,  the  staff  chose  "The  Inquiring  Reporter"  as 
the  theme  for  this  year  book.  Our  imaginary  and  nosey  little  reporter,  Herkimer  (nick- 
name, Herky)  was  kept  quite  busy  hunting  up  newspaper  terms,  seeing  that  the  staff 
did  the  tasks  assigned  to  them,  checking  write-ups,  holding  conferences  with  the  printer 
and  engraver;  and,  in  his  spare  time,  making  himself  generally  useful.

games  in  the  county  and  sectional  tourneys,  the  band 
played  at  five  home  basketball  games.  Last  summer 
they  marched  in  Concordia's  One-hundredth  Anni- 
versary Parade,  and  they  participated  in  the  annual 
Armistice  Day  Parade. 

As  usual,  the  Elmhurst  Band,  directed  by  Mr.  Fry- 
back,  earned  high  honors  in  the  district,  state,  and 
national  contests.
